London rates for sterling in relation to lire im- 
proved by 1-4 per cent. and, as against Czechoslovak 
crowns, by 0-7 per cent. The pound finished at a 
premium of 2-9 per cent. on the United States dollar 
as compared with one of 1:3 per cent. at the end of 
December, and gained 0°8 per cent. on the Canadian 
dollar.

The average of the rates for French frances and Dutch 
florins in London in the week ended December 28 re- 
presented a depreciation in the value of the pound 
sterling of 39°6 per cent. as compared with the closing 
rate on September 19, 1931. Comparing the same 
periods, the rates for Swiss francs and reichsmarks 
represented a depreciation in the value of the pound 
of 39:0 and 40-3 per cent., respectively, and for Czecho- 
slovak crowns, Spanish pesetas and lire a depreciation 
of 27:4, 32-6 and 34-0 per cent.; in the case of belgas 
the depreciation was 15-9 per cent. The London 
exchange rates on these eight centres showed no marked 
variations during the week ended January 4, though 
the tendency was generally against the pound. In 
each of the three following weeks sterling showed some 
slight appreciation. In the last week of the month the 
movements were irregular, sterling improving slightly 
in terms of lire and belgas, but in relation to the re- 
maining six currencies showing little or no change. On 
balance, there was an appreciation in the value of the 
pound during the month of January ranging from 0-2 
per cent. in the case of Swiss francs to 0°7 per cent. in 
respect of Czechoslovak crowns, while in relation to lire 
the pound improved by 1-4 per cent. 


_The London exchange rates for the three Scan- 
dinavian currencies remained unchanged throughout 
the month. 


The average of the United States dollar rates in 
London in the week ended December 28 represented an 
appreciation in the value of the pound of 1-5 per cent. 
as compared with the closing rate on September 19, 
1931. Sterling steadily appreciated in value through- 
out January, and the rate at the end of the month 
showed the pound to be at a premium of 2:9 per cent. 
as compared with a premium of 1-3 per cent. at the 
end of December. 


_ The average of the rates for the Canadian dollar dur- 
ing the week ended December 28 represented an appre- 
ciation in the value of the pound sterling of 0-6 per cent. 
a compared with the closing rate on September 19, 
1931. The movement of the Canadian dollar corres- 
ponded approximately to that of the gold currencies 
during January, except in the last week when it depre- 
ciated by 0-5 per cent.; on balance the pound improved 
in value by 08 per cent.

The Japanese yen showed little variation during 
January, and the rate at the end of the month was 
about the same as at the end of December, 1935. The 
Shanghai dollar was quoted throughout January at 
between 144d. and 14,4d., and the rate at the end of 
the month (14}d.) was unchanged from a month earlier. 

Under a Ministerial Resolution of the Ministry of 
Finance, Buenos Aires, which became effective on 
January 2, the tender system of exchange was discon- 
tinued and the rates at which holders of official permits 
may effect their remittances will be fixed by the Central 
Bank. The average accepted tender rate on December 
27, 1935, of 17:02 pesos paper to the pound was adopted 
as the official selling rate, which closed unchanged dur- 
ing the two weeks ended January 10 and17. The free 
market rate depreciated from 18:10 pesos paper on 
December 20 to 18-37 pesos on January 3 and appreci- 
ated to 18:30 pesos to the pound on January 17.

SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN DECEMBER, 1935, AND IN 
RECENT QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during December, 1935, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival was 6,875,000 tons, or 294,000 tons (4°5 
per cent.) more than in December, 1934. British 
tonnage was higher by 140,000 tons (3 per cent.), 
United States by 85,000 tons (26 per cent.) and ‘‘ Other 
Nationalities ’’ by 82,000 tons (8 per cent.), Greek, 
Russian and Danish vessels contributing largely to this 
inerease. Smaller tonnage increases were recorded 
for German vessels (30,000 tons, or 9 per cent.) and 
for Norwegian vessels (22,000 tons, or 6 per cent.), 
while there was a decrease of 59,000 tons (18 per cent.) 
in the tonnage of Dutch vessels. About 61 per cent. 
of the tonnage that arrived with cargo was British in 
both December, 1935, and December, 1934. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during the 
month at any port without cargo for discharge at that 
port (recorded as arriving in ballast) totalled 2,317,000 
tons and was 12,000 tons (0°5 per cent.) more than in 
December, 1934. German tonnage increased by 20,000 
tons (10 per cent.), Norwegian by 12,000 tons (11 per 
cent.) and French by -12,000 tons (8 per cent.), while 
the tonnage of British vessels declined by 11,000 tons 
(08 per cent.). The British proportion of the net 
tonnage that arrived in ballast in December, 1935, was 
58 per cent., the same as in December, 1934, while of 
the total British tonnage that arrived 24 per cent. was 
in ballast in the later, as compared with 25 per cent. 
in the earlier, months. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during December, 1935, from 
ports at which they had loaded cargo for abroad aggre- 
gated 5,074,000 tons and was 55,000 tons (11 per cent.) 
less than in December, 1934. British tonnage declined 
by 128,000 tons (4 per cent.) and the tonnage of vessels 
of ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’—mainly Spanish—by 54,000 
tons (7 per cent.). These declines were offset, to some 
extent, by a marked increase of 88,000 tons (37 per 
cent.) in the tonnage of German vessels. The British 
proportion of the net tonnage that departed with cargo 
was about 61 per cent. in December, 1935, as against 
63 per cent. in December, 1934. 





The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad (re- 
corded as departing in ballast) amounted during the 
month to 3,875,000 tons, or 289,000 tons (8°1 per a 
more than a year earlier. British tonnage increase 
by 192,000 tons (9 per cent.), United States by 50,000 
tons (30 per cent.), Norwegian by 30,000 tons (12 per 
cent.) and ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’—chiefly Swedish, 
Finnish, Greek and Russian—by 125,000 tons (28 per 
cent.), while declines of 83,000 tons (34 per cent.) and 
28,000 tons (10 per cent.) were recorded for Dutch and 
German vessels, respectively. The British proportion 
of the net tonnage that departed in ballast was 59 per 
cent., being about the same as in December, 1934. Of 
the total British tonnage that departed over 42 per 
cent. was in ballast in December, 1935, as compared 
with 39 per cent. a year earlier. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the chief 
ports of the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 194. The

Increases in the tonnage arriving with cargo and 
departing in ballast were recorded for the majority of 
the chief ports. For London and Southampton there 
was an all-round increase, that in the arrivals and de- 
artures with cargo at Southampton consisting largely 
of German tonnage. The all-round decrease shown at 
the port of Plymouth was associated largely with 
French tonnage, the passenger liners which formerly 
called there now using Cowes instead. 


Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals 
and departures with cargo in the coasting trade in- 
creased by 73,000 tons (3-4 per cent.) and 76,000 tons 
36 per cent.), respectively. Increases of 26,000 tons 
11 per cent.) in the arrivals and 57,000 tons (2:5 per 
cent.) in the departures were recorded for the tonnage 
of vessels in ballast. The principal changes at the

A table showing the average daily movement of 
entrances and clearances in the foreign trade during 
each month of the years 1934 and 1935, compared with 
the average for the period 1924-29 (except 1926), is 
given on page 197. 

It will be seen that the daily movement of tonnage 
both entered and cleared with cargo was greater 
in 1935 than in 1934 during most months of the year. 
For the year as a whole, the average daily entrances 
and clearances with cargo were, in each case, about 
2 per cent. higher in 1935 than in the previous year. 
As compared with the average for 1924-29 (except 
1926) entrances with cargo last year were greater in 
each month, the increases ranging from rather less 
than 2 per cent. in January to over 12 per cent. in 
July, while clearances with cargo were from 7 per 
cent. (August) to 15 per cent. (February) below the 
five yearly average. 

As regards vessels in ballast, entrances and clear- 
ances were each less in eight months of 1935 than a 
year earlier. A comparison with the average for the 
period 1924-29 (except 1926) shows that the tonnage 
entered in ballast during each month of the last two 
years was substantially less than the corresponding 
average for the earlier period, but clearances in ballast 
were greater, except in October, 1934. 


VESSELS REGISTERED 


The number and gross tonnage of vessels registered 
under Part I of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, that 
remained on the register at ports in the United King- 
dom (including the Isle of Man and Channel Islands) 
as compiled from reports received by the Registrar- 
General of Shipping and Seamen up to and including 
December 31, 1935, were as shown in the table at the 
foot of this page. 


During the year ended December 31, 1935, the gross 
tonnage of steam and sailing vessels on the register at 
ports in the United Kingdom decreased by 4:3 per cent. 
in each case, while the gross tonnage of motor vessels 
increased by 76 per cent. The total tonnage on the 
register was 442,000 tons (2-4 per cent.) smaller at the 
end of December, 1935, than a year earlier. 


FataL AccipENTS TO SEAMEN 


The number of deaths due to accidents among the 
crews of vessels registered in the United Kingdom (in- 
cluding the Isle of Man) under the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, that were reported during the month of 
December, 1935, was 42, of which 27 were caused by 
casualties to vessels. There were no fatal accidents

FOREIGN TRADE—ENTRANCES AND CLEAR. 
ANCES DURING THE LAST FIVE QUARTERS 


Tables showing the entrances and clearances of 
vessels at ports in the United Kingdom during each of 
the last five quarterly periods appear on page 195, 
From these tables it will be observed that the net 
tonnage entered and cleared with cargo in the fourth 
quarter of 1935, though substantially less than in the 
third quarter, in accordance with the usual seasonal 
movement, exceeded that in the corresponding quarter 
of 1934. Both entrances and clearances were about 3 
per cent, greater last quarter than a year earlier, the 
figures being the highest for the fourth quarter of any 
recent year. Increases of 1:5 per cent. in the entrances 
and 7-1 per cent. in the clearances were recorded for 
vessels in ballast compared with the fourth quarter of 
1934. 


Statistics relating to the entrances and clearances 
with cargo from and to British countries and 
foreign countries show that 26-2 per cent. of the net 
tonnage entered with cargo at United Kingdom ports 
during the December quarter of 1935 was from other

the proportion was 25-2 per cent., which compares with 
245 per cent. for 1934. The proportions in respect of 
clearances with cargo were 22:2, 24-6, 250 and 23-9 
per cent., respectively, for the four quarters of 1935. 
The corresponding figure for the whole year was 240 
per cent., as compared with 23-0 per cent. in 1934. 
It may be noted that for both entrances and clearances 
with cargo the proportions were higher in each quarter 
of 1935 than in the corresponding period a year earlier. 


With the exception of Dutch tonnage that entered 
with cargo, for which a small decrease was recorded, 
there were increases as compared with the fourth 
quarter of 1934 in the tonnage both entered and cleared 
with cargo for all the principal nationalities shown in 
the table on page 194, the increases being propor- 
tionately large in the case of French entrances and 
German clearances. Norwegian clearances and United 
States entrances and clearances were greater last 
quarter than in any other quarter under review. 


With regard to the trading areas, increases in the 
entrances with cargo last quarter, as compared with 
the corresponding quarter of 1934, were recorded for 
nine of the areas specified in the table, and in three 
cases the tonnage was higher than in any of the four 
preceding quarters. Entrances with cargo from 
rn Central and Eastern Mediterranean Countries ’’ and 
North America—Atlantic Coast ’’ were substan- 
tially greater last quarter than a year earlier, due 
largely, in the case of the former area, to increased 
shipments of wheat and barley from Russian Black 
Sea ports. Of the decreases the most important was 
that recorded in respect of ‘‘ South America—Atlantic 
Coast,’’ a reflection of decreased imports of grain from 
the Argentine. 


As regards clearances with cargo, eleven of the 
thirteen areas showed increases in the December quar- 
ter of 1935 compared with a year earlier. Considerable

The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Dutiés Advisory Committee, have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 1) Order, 1936, S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 31, adding oxalic acid to the Free List as 
from February 8, 1936. This acid is one of the 
materials used by a section of the textile industry and 
by allied industries, and it has for some time been 
exempt from Key Industry Duty and chargeable with 
the general ad valorem duty of 10 per cent. imposed 
by the Import Duties Act. The Committee state that

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imminent, but they now understand that it is stil] 
uncertain when suitable supplies will be available.

CONVERSION OF COAL INTO OIL 


A *Report issued by the Department of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research makes public for the first time the results 
of many early experiments on the conversion of British coal 
into oil and describes how the British Government, acting 
through the Department of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search and its Fuel Research Board, ensured the develop- 
ment in this country of the process covered by the Bergius 
patents. 


The issue of the Report makes it clear that in view of the 
great importance of securing adequate oil supplies from 
British coal, the Department considers it highly desirable 
that the knowledge gained in every stage in the develop- 
ment of this epoch-making process should be fully available 
to British technicians.

MERCANTILE SHIPBUILDING IN 1935 


The statistics issued by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register of Shipping ”’ 
of merchant vessels launched during the year 1935 show in- 
creases, both at home and, notably, abroad, in the output of 
the shipbuilding industry, the total being about 335,000 tons 
(34-6 per cent.) greater than that for the previous year. 


Excluding ships of less than 100 tons gross, there were 
launched in the world 649 vessels of 1,302,080 tons gross, of 
which 499,011 tons were from berths in Great Britain and 
Ireland, and 803,069 tons abroad. The output in Great 
Britain and Ireland represents 38-3 per cent. of the total, 


* as compared with 47-5 per cent. in 1934, 27°2 per cent. in 


1933, 25°8 per cent. in 1932, 311 per cent. in 1931, and 51-2 
per cent. in 1930. The output of the other leading countries 
was as follows :-—— 


Germany, 226,343 tons; Japan, 145,914 tons; Denmark, 
122,095 tons; Sweden, 105,538 tons; Holland, 57,133 tons; 
and France, 42,783 tons. 


The actual increase in the world output as compared with 
that for 1934 amounted to 334,661 tons. In Great Britain 
and Ireland there was an increase of 39,134 tons in the 
tonnage launched, while abroad the increase amounted to 
295,527 tons. 


In Great Britain and Ireland, 37 vessels, of 63,835 tons, 
were launched for owners residing abroad, equal to 12-8 per 
cent. of the total output. Twenty-seven of these vessels, 
of 52,240 tons, will be registered in the British Dominions 
overseas. 


In the principal shipbuilding countries abroad, the ton- 
nage launched for registration under other flags was as 
follows :—-Germany, 22 vessels of 96,511 tons; Denmark, 15 
of 71,109 tons; Sweden, 10 of 71,316 tons; and Holland, 12 
of 22,281 tons. 


The world launches for the year included 71 vessels of 
over 6,000 tons each, of which 18 are of between 10,000 and 
15,000 tons, and five of 15,000 tons and upwards. 


The total tonnage of steamers launched in the world was 
477,704 tons, of which 247,424 tons (51-8 per cent.) were 
launched in Great Britain and Ireland, and 230,280 tons 
(48-2 per cent.) in countries abroad. 


The total tonnage of motorships launched in the world was 
812,956 tons. Of these, 249,605 tons (30-7 per cent.) were

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launched in Great Britain and Ireland, and 563,351 tons 
(69-3 per cent.) in countries abroad. 


MorTors#iPps AND OILTANKERS 


There were launched during the year 24 vessels of 181,083 
tons which are to be fitted with steam turbines. These 
figures include one vessel of 17,528 tons, in which turbo- 
electric drive is employed; in the remainder, with one ex- 
ception, the turbines are associated with reduction gearing. 
In addition, there were launched 32 vessels of 70,788 tons 
with a combination of steam reciprocating engines and low 
pressure turbines. In Great Britain and Ireland there were 
launched eight turbine vessels (all geared) of 61,216 tons, 
and nine vessels of 23,920 tons with a combination of steam 
reciprocating engines and low pressure turbines. 


During the year 43 steam and motor oil tankers, of 338,021 
tons—excluding vessels of less than 1,000 tons—were 
launched, of which eight of 50,735 tons were built in Great 
Britain and Ireland. Of the 43 tankers, 34 of 280,743 tons 
are motorships. 


Of the steam tonnage launched in the world—477,704 tons 
—about 200,000 tons are steamers fitted to burn oil fuel 
under the boilers, so that of the world tonnage launched 
during 1935 approximately 21-4 per cent. is exclusively de- 
pendent on coal for propulsion. 


Procress oF SHIPBUILDING DuRING THE YEAR 


‘* Lloyd’s Register ’’ Quarterly Returns show that at the 
opening of the year 1935 the tonnage being built throughout 
the world was 1,251,722 tons. There was an increase at the 
end of March and again at the end of June. The September 
quarter showed a falling-off of about 85,000 tons, the total 
then being 1,197,969 tons. At the end of December the total 
rose to 1,543,153 tons, showing an increase of 291,431 tons 
as compared with December, 1934. The figures for Great 
Britain and Ireland for the same dates show an increase of 
146,252 tons at December, 1935. 


At the beginning of 1936 four countries had more than 
100,000 tons of shipping under construction, viz.: Great 
Britain and Ireland, 743,086 tons; Germany, 254,121 tons; 
Japan, 118,610 tons; and Holland, 104,325 tons. Next in 
order were Sweden, 94,802 tons; Denmark, 61,085 tons; 
France, 56,078 tons; and the United States, 33,371 tons. 


In view of the fact that the amount of tonnage laid down 
during 1935, as shown in ‘“‘ Lloyd’s Register’’ (Quarterly 
Returns, exceeded by 299,000 tons that launched during the 
year, and taking into account the substantial volume of 
tonnage for which orders have been placed in recent months, 
there is evidence of a sustained renewal of activity in the 
shipbuilding industry throughout the world. 


Of the merchant vessels launched during last year, 222 of 
828,655 tons (143 vessels of 439,854 tons in Great Britain and 
Ireland, and 79 of 388,801 tons abroad) were being built 
under the survey of the Society with a view to classification 
in ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register’ Book. The average tonnage of new 
vessels classed by the Society during the 34 years 1902-35 
amounts to 1,541,245 tons per annum. 


ROAD VEHICLES IN GREAT BRITAIN 


During the quarter ended September 30, 1935, there were 
2,581,027 licences current for mechanically-propelled road 
vehicles, as compared with 2,416,908 in the corresponding 
period of 1934—an increase of 164,119, or 6-8 per cent. 


These figures are contained in a return issued by the 
Minister of Transport. There was again a marked increase 
in the number of cars taxed on horse-power and of goods 
vehicles. The principal classes of vehicles compared as

The most notable increase among cars taxed on horse- 
power occurred in the light cars of the 10 h.p. class, which 
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numbered 230,672, as compared with 165,839 in the corre. 
sponding period of 1934, an increase of over 39 per cent, 
In the 8 h.p. class, which remained the most numerous, the 
total increased by over 24 per cent. from 285,965 to 354,968 
while the 12 h.p. cars advanced from 245,058 to 249,660, 
Among the higher powered cars, the 30 h.p. class increased 
from 5,585 to 10,322, or nearly 85 per cent. 


The number of goods vehicles of all descriptions increased 
by 21,403, or 5-2 per cent., as compared with the previous 
year, the largest increase being in the vehicles of from 2 to 
24 tons unladen weight. Six- and eight-wheeled vehicles 
increased by 1,164, or nearly 10 per cent. The figures show 
that the proportion of goods vehicles over 2 tons unladen 
weight fitted with pneumatic tyres increased from 88 per 
cent. in 1934 to 94 per cent. in 1935. 


The number of hackney vehicles (other than tramears) 
increased by 418, or 0-5 per cent., vehicles with a seating 
capacity exceeding 26 numbering 2,443 more, and those with 
a- smaller seating capacity 2,025 less, than in 1934. 


Details of the numbers of vehicles of different classes 
licensed in each Registration Area are given in the return, 


The return also summarises the numbers of mechanically 
propelled vehicles of each class registered for the first time 
during the twelve months ended September 30, 1935, with 
comparable figures for the previous twelve months. The 
total newly registered was 397,488, an increase of 59,446 
over the corresponding number for the preceding twelve 
months.

APPLE SHIPMENTS 

The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples to various United Kingdom 
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and Continental ports between January 16 and 22:—29,470 
barrels, 20 half-barrels and 62,130 boxes. 


Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to January 10 totalled 1,120,897 barrels, 35,000 
half-barrels and 1,802,061 boxes, as compared with 774,380 
barrels, 42,621 half-barrels and 1,456,138 boxes during the 
same period last year. 


NEW ZEALAND 


OVEREAS TRADE IN SEPTEMBER, 1935 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, September 
is normally one of the slackest months of the year in respect 
of trade, and accordingly it is not surprising to find that the 
total value of exports in that month, £2,690,303, is the 
lowest figure so far recorded in 1935. The total is, how- 
ever, exceptionally high for a September month, being the 
highest recorded in that month since 1920. Exports of 
wool were unusually heavy for an off-season month, 25,950 
bales being exported, of a total declared value of £299,161, 
as compared with 9,539 bales, valued at £144,145, in Septem- 
ber, 1934. While the quantities of butter and cheese ex- 
ported were slightly lower than in August last, the values 
were in each case higher—a reflection of higher prices ruling 
on the London market. 


Export of meats in the month under review were sub- 
stantially lower than in August, the fall being particularly 
marked in the case of lamb, only 50,622 cwts. being exported 
in September, as against 191,538 cwts. in the previous 
month. 


Although the value of imports show a fall of £452,888 
as compared with the August total, the September figure, 
£3,169,053, is still considerably higher than normal, and 
has, in fact, been exceeded only four times (in August, 1934, 
October, 1934, January, 1935, and August, 1935) since 
January, 1931. 


As a consequence of the unusual buoyancy in exports, the 
excess of commodity imports (£478,750) is not as great as 
expected, having regard to the unusually high import 
value. The value of imports of merchandise in August 
exceeded that of commodity exports by £746,296, the Sep- 
tember figure being £267,546 lower. The value of exports 
during the nine months ended September 30, 1935, exceeded 
that of commodity imports by £9,437,208.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1935

The returns of French foreign trade for the whole year 
1935 show that the value of imports amounted to 20,945 
million francs, as against 23,097 million frs. in 1934, a 
decrease of 2,152 million frs., or a little more than 9 per 
cent., and that of exports to 15,473 million frs., as against 
17,850 million frs., a decrease of 2,377 million frs., or about 
13 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,253 million frs. (16-7 per 
cent.), of raw materials by 190 million frs. (1:7 per cent.) 
and of manufactured articles by 709 million frs. (16-7 per 
cent.). Exports of foodstuffs fell by 111 million frs. (4-3 per 
cent.), of raw materials by 906 million frs. (17-5 per cent.) 
and of manufactured articles by 1,360 million frs. (13-5 
per cent.). 


During the year 1935 there was an adverse balance of 
visible exchanges, amounting to 5,473 million frs., as against 
5,247 million frs. in 1934. 


As regards weight, imports in the year 1935 amounted to 
44,616,000 tons, as against 45,829,000 tons, a decrease of 
1,213,000 tons, and exports to 29,317,000 tons, as against 
28,442,000 tons, an increase of 875,000 tons. Imports of 
foodstuffs fell by 456,000 tons, of raw materials by 479,000 
tons and of manufactured articles by 278,000 tons. Exports 
of foodstuffs rose by 369,000 tons and of raw materials by 
1,132,000 tons, but there was a fall of 625,000 tons in those 
of manufactured articles.

The returns for the month of November, therefore, show 
an active balance of 10-5 million pengés, as against 8-5 
million pengés in the previous year. 

During the first eleven months of 1935 imports amounted 
to 350-1 million pengés, as against 314-2 million pengés 
during the same period of 1934. Exports during the period 
under review aggregated 406-5 million pengés, as compared 
with 358-6 million pengés in 1934. 

The first eleven months of 1935 show a considerable in- 
crease in the import of maize, clover, pig and scrap iron, 
iron ores and passenger motor cars, whereas there was a 
decrease in the import of crude oil, coal, hewn and sawn 
timber. On the export side there was an increase in the 
shipment of pigs, lard, fresh and prepared meat, iron semi- 
manufactures and machinery, while there was a consider- 
able decrease in exports of rye, bed feathers and sugar.

FInIsHING AND Repairs TRADE 


Imports totalled 4-6 million frs., as compared with 4:3 
million frs. in October, while exports amounted to 6-5 
million frs. as against 5°6 million frs., these figures being 
included in the totals for exports and imports given above.

Retail food costs for the fortnight ended Decem- 
ber 31 increased 0-6 per cent., the index by 82-5, against 
74-5 a year before. 


Forergn TRADE 


Exports in December were 17 per cent. below those of 
November, the decline being more than seasonal. Imports 
showed a 10 per cent. increase, which was contrary to the 
seasonal movement. Exports last year were 7 per cent. 
above the preceding year and imports were 25 per cent. 
higher. 


INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


Farm wages are now the highest for any winter during 
the last four years. The demand for farm produce at the 
beginning of the year was 76 per cent. of normal and the 
surplus of supply over demand was less than a year earlier. 


Operations of lumber mills for the week ended January 11 
increased and new business was the heaviest since Septem- 
ber ; shipments were 7 per cent. below production but orders 
14 per cent. above. 


Lower automobile production is attributed to retarded 
sales due ta the adverse weather. The steel industry antici- 
pates an improvement early in March; the nullification of 
the A.A.A. is not affecting steel orders from agricultural 
implement manufacturers. 


Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended January 25 was 83-9, against 83-8 
the week before and 84-4 the fortnight before.—Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York (London Office).

BELGO-LUXEMBURG ECONOMIC UNION— 
UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


By an exchange of notes dated November 7, 1935, the 
Belgo-Luxemburg Economic Union and the Union of South 
Africa have concluded a provisional Commercial Agreement 
which entered into force on November 21, 1935. 


Under the provisions of this Agreement the Union of 
South Africa have extended the Union Intermediate scale 
of Customs duties to certain goods of Belgian or Luxem- 
burg origin, and the Belgo-Luxemburg Economic Union has 
agreed to extend most-favoured-nation treatment to all 
goods produced or manufactured in the Union of South 
Africa or in the mandated territory of South-West Africa. 


The Agreement is to remain in force until May 31, 1936.

Order at reference No. (2) provides for the revocation of

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1932, which imposed the duty at the rate of 5s. per ton 
on coal, culm, shale, slack and coke and also solid fuel 
composed wholly or mainly of coal or coal dust. 


QUOTAS ON BRUSHES, BROOMS AND MOPS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copies of the Control of 
Imports (Quota No. 26), (Quota No. 27) and (Quota No, 28) 
Orders, 1936, made by the Irish Free State Executive 
Council on January 28, 1936, which prohibit, as from 
January 29, 1936, the importation into the Irish Free 
State of all brooms, brushes and mops, which are completely 
or substantially manufactured, except under licence. 


The Orders do not extend or apply to any apparatus 
adapted to be used for the purpose of household cleaning 
by means of suction. 


Quota No. 26 Order applies to brushes, brooms and mops 
which, in the opinion of the Revenue Commissioners, are 
designed, constructed and suitable for domestic or house- 
hold use. 


Quota No. 27 Order applies to brushes, which, in the 
opinion aforesaid, are designed, constructed and suitable for 
use on or in relation to the human skin, hair, nails, teeth 
(including artificial teeth) or mouth. 


Quota No. 28 Order applies to all other types of brushes, 
brooms and mops which are not included within the scope 
of Quota Orders Nos. 26 and 27. 

The first quota period under each of the above-mentioned 
Orders will commence on March 9, 19386. 


QUOTA ON CERTAIN TYPES OF SHOES 


With reference to the notices in the “ B.T.J.’’ of Septem- 
ber 27, 1934 (page 481), and January 31, 1935 (page 183), 
respecting, inter alia, the types of boots and shoes affected 
by the Control of Imports (Quota No. 4) Order, 1934, as 
amended by Control of Imports (Quota No. 4) (Amendment) 
Order, 1935, the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at 
Dublin has forwarded to the Board of Trade copies of the 
following Orders made by the Irish Free State Executive 
Council on January 28, 1936 :—

The Order quoted at reference (1) withdraws from the 
scope of Quota No. 4 Order certain types of shoes, and the 
Order quoted at reference (2) prohibits the importation 
into the Irish Free State on or after January 29, 1936, 
except under licence, of the types of shoes so withdrawn. 

The types of shoes which form the subject of these Orders 
are such as comply with all the following conditions :— 


(a) Shoes which are completely or substantially manu- 


factured, 

(b) the uppers being made wholly or mainly of canvas 
or rubber, 

(c) the soles of the shoes being made wholly or partly 
of rubber, 


(d) the heels of the shoes being not less than one- 
quarter of one inch in height measured on the 
front face of the heel from the shank or waist 
to the ground where that height is least on that 
face. 

For the purpose of Quota No. 29 Order the word 
‘rubber ” includes any material which is, in the opinion 
of the Revenue Commissioners, artificial rubber or an imita- 
tion of rubber or contains rubber as an ingredient. 

The prohibition effected by Quota No. 29 Order does not 
extend or apply to:— 

(a) Shoes of which the soles are fitted after manufac- 
ture with studs made wholly or partly of rubber 
or metal, or 

(b) goloshes, or 

(c) shoes which are of a surgical character, or 

(d) shoes which are imported for use exclusively in a 
stage play or other dramatic or musical represen- 
tation or performance. 


The first quota period under the Quota No. 29 Order 
will commence on March 2, 1936. 
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LEEWARD ISLANDS: DOMINICA 
FOREIGN TEXTILE QUOTAS 


The Dominica ‘“‘ Official Gazette’? of December 23, 1935, 
contains a copy of a Proclamation dated December 13, made 
by the Administrator of the Presidency of Dominica under 
section 3 of the Textiles Quota Ordinance, 1934, which

PALESTINE 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received details of a number

Increases in duty have taken place in respect of 
aluminium wares, dry batteries, certain cast iron manufac- 
tures, wood and metal furniture, nails, eau-de-Cologne, 
natural silk tissues and stockings, while the duties on fire- 
bricks and fireblocks, locust beans and motor car batteries 
have been reduced, as have also those on rye and flour of 
rye and wheat.

than 31 kilogrammes. 





CHILE 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Santiago has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree, No. 5782, published in the ‘‘ Diario 
Oficial’? of December 31, which increases the Chilean 
Customs duty from 15 to 40 centavos gold per gross kilog. 
on detachable tubes with interior insulation and parts for 
outside electrical installations (Tariff No. 1405) and on 
rigid conduit tubes and parts for electrical installations 
(Tariff No. 1405A). 

This duty is subject to a special condition that it may 
be reduced or suspended when the production of tubes in 
Chile or their quality does not satisfy the necessities of 
consumption or when their price is unduly high.

IMPORT QUOTA FOR JAPANESE COTTON 
GOODS 


With reference to the notice published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
of January 16 (page 119), under the above heading, H.M. 
Representative at Lima has now forwarded a translation of 
the decree which fixes the import quota on Japanese cotton 
manufactures for the year 1936. 


The translation of the decree, together with the preamble 
is given below :— 


CONSIDERING : 


That by the decree of May 10 last the system of quotas was 
established for the importation of manufactured cotton goods 
included in items 1 to 167 of the present Customs Tariff and 
oa this measure was extended by the decree of November 30 
ast ; 

That the duty of the State to give its decided protection to 
national industry does not permit, for the present, of the total 
abandonment of this system ; 


That the commercial statistics show that the cotton goods 
which compete most seriously with the similar product of the 
country are some of Japanese origin; 

That it has not been possible to reach a direct agreement 
with the Japanese Government which reconciles the interests 
of the national industry through the limitation of Japanese 
imports with the intention of the Government to encourage 
commercial] interchange between Peru and the Japanese Empire ; 

That until such an agreement is reached it is essential to 
continue the imposition of a quota for the importation of 
cotton goods of Japanese origin which compete or may compete 
with the national manufactured article; 

That at the same time it is the desire of the Government 
to limit these Japanese imports as little as possible so as not to 
break off the commercial relations of the two countries. 


DECREES : 

ArtIcLE 1.—The quota system for the importation of manu- 
factured cotton goods which was established by the decrees of 
May 10 and November 30 last is ended. 

Articte 2.—The quota for the importation of cotton goods 
of Japanese origin to be enforced by the Customs of the Re- 
public during the year 1936 is fixed at 612,714 kg. gross, being 
the equivalent of the quota previously fixed, plus 50 per cent. 

Articte 3.—Cotton goods covered by the following 47 of the 
167 heads of the cotton group in the Customs Tariff at present 
in force are excluded from the quota :— 

Numbers 12 to 24, Numbers 33 to 37, Number 42, 
Number 47, Numbers 57 to 64, Numbers 66 to 71, 
Number 83, Number 94, Number 97, Number 105, 
Number 107, Numbers 116 to 120, Number 126, Number 
155, Number 156, and Number 167. 

Articte 4.—The manufacturers of national cotton goods may 
not raise their sales prices above those in force during the 
second half of 1935. while this quota remains in force, and the 
Government reserve the right to suppress it if a rise in prices 
comes to their notice. 

Issued in the Government Buildings in Lima, on the thirtieth 
day of December of nineteen hundred and thirty-five.

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The Board of Trade have now received copies of the new 
Peruvian Customs Tariff to which reference was made in 
the ‘B.T.J.”’ of January 16 (page 119). Subject to what 
was stated in that notice, the new Tariff took effect on 
February 1. The headings in respect of which the applica- 
tion of the new Tariff is temporarily suspended for imports 
of United Kingdom cotton and woollen goods are as follows 
(Decree dated January 8).—

In the new Tariff imported merchandise is classified under 
2,030 separate headings. The Tariff is divided into 21 
sections—Cotton ; Wool and Hair; Linen, Hemp, Jute, etc. ; 
Natural and Artificial Silk; Hides and Leather ; Furniture ; 
etc., etc., and most of the sections are subdivided into 
groups. As in the present Tariff, the schedule of duties is 
supplemented by a series of Rules and Explanations, deal- 
ing, inter alia, with such matters as the treatment of tissues 
composed of two or more materials, not specially provided 
for, and of embroidered goods; the percentage surtaxes 
leviable for enamelling, nickel or chrome plating, silvering 
or gilding; definitions of gross, legal, and net weight and 
connected rules; and the assessment of ad valorem duties. 


A noteworthy change has been made in the system of 
Tariff classification of the main ranges of piece-goods of 
cotton or of wool and hair. Apart from a few special 
tissues, which are specially provided for, unbleached cotton 
tissues are divided into three classes according to the 
number of threads in warp and weft in a square of 6 mm. 
side; the three categories of bleached, printed and dyed 
cotton tissues are each sub-divided according to the weight 
per square metre and number of threads. In the case of 
wool cloths not specially provided for in the Tariff, the rate 
of duty depends on the weight of the cloth per square metre, 
and, within each of the three weight classes, whether the 
number of threads is 16 or less, or over 16. The previous 
ad valorem system of duties for motor cars has been super- 
seded by a schedule of moderate specific duties graded 
according to the weight of the vehicles. The classification 
of pharmaceutical specialities has been greatly elaborated, 
and specific duties have been imposed in place of the former 
ad valorem rates. Apart from special cases of this kind, 
the framers of the Tariff have not undertaken a thorough 
re-casting of the former classification of goods, but have 
aimed at improving it by making the necessary re-arrange- 
ments and amplifications. 


As regards the rates of duty, the former ad valorem 
duties have in nearly every case been superseded by specific 
duties. It is to be noted in particular that the new rates 
of duty incorporate the percentage surtaxes of 8 per cent. 
and 12 per cent., which were levied over and above the 
rates of the former Tariff. The new rates remain subject 
to the additional 1 per cent. (charged only at Callae) for 
the National Theatre; and the former position as regards 
the general ad valorem surcharges of 2 per cent. and 1 per 
cent. and certain other ad valorem surcharges affecting a 
few classes of goods, remains unchanged. 

Rule 46 of the former Tariff under which products im- 
ported into Peru for industrial use could be, and were to a 
certain extent, admitted under certain conditions on pay- 
ment of a basic duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem is not 
reproduced in the new Tariff. The new Tariff does, how- 
ever, lay down procedure under which such products may 
be admitted to a specific duty calculated to represent from 
12 per cent. to 20 per cent. of their value in Customs ware- 
house, on the recommendation of the ‘‘ Cuerpo Consultivo 
de Aranceles.”’ 

A copy of the new Tariff is on file at the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1, 
where it can be consulted by British traders interested. 
That Department will also furnish, in response to written 
applications from British traders, information as to the 
new rates of duty on specified classes of goods for which the 
applicant may desire such information. 


POLAND 
DRAWBACK OF CUSTOMS DUTY

SPAIN 
WOOL QUOTA INCREASED 


An Order published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ of Janu- 
ary 25 increases from 32,723 to 34,239-10 metric quintals the 
total quota for 1936 for the importation into Spain of wool 
(Tariff Nos. 1220-2). 

As noted in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of January 9 (page 77), this 
amount is to be regarded as being washed wool. The quan- 
tity of imports under each Tariff number will be reduced by 
a fixed co-efficient before being counted against the quota. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period February 1 to 10 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-41 per 
cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques). 


SYRIA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS

URUGUAY 


CUSTOMS TARIFF DECISIONS 


Paper for printing, etc. (Decree of September 26, 1935) 

Item No. 146 of the Stationery Section of the Uruguayan 
Customs Tariff has been modified to read as follows :— 

“White paper and chrome paper for lithography, 
not folded, in open sheets, more than 87 cms. by 54 
cms.; white paper for printing, sized or not, large 
format for newspapers, and cream or agarbanzado 
paper for printing. 
Goat skins (Resolution of September 26, 1935) 

Provision has been made for goat skins, imported for 
manufacturing purposes in Uruguay, to be included in the 
Primary Materials Section of the Tariff for a period of 3 
years as from September 26, 1935. They will be exempted 
from the payment of Customs duty proper. The Valuation 
Committee will fix a valuation on which the additional 
duties will be levied. The skins must be accompanied by an 
official sanitary certificate from the country of origin, viséd 
by the Uruguayan Consul in that country, and testifying 
that the skins have been taken from healthy animals. 


Amianthus fibre (Resolution of October 9, 1935) 
Amianthus fibre, imported for the manufacture of ‘“ Dol- 


menit ’’ sheets, has been exempted from the requirement 
that a percentage of the Customs duties be paid “ in gold.” 


Plain iron sheets (Resolution of October 16, 1935)

MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48088] which amends the 
United States marking regulations as follows :— 


(1) Transparent table glassware may be marked to indi. 
cate the country of origin by means of labels ge. 
curely attached to the glassware and is not required 
to be marked by acid etching. 

(2) Metal rotaprint sheets are required to be individually 
marked to indicate the country of origin. 


(3) Finger cots of thin rubber are not required to be in. 
dividually marked to indicate the country of origin; 
marking of the containers and packages is con- 
sidered sufficient. 

(4) Small metal pins (1} in. in length by } in. in dia. 
meter) used in making scissors sharpeners are not 
required to be individually marked; marking of the 
containers and packages is considered sufficient. 

(5) Hockey shoes imported in pairs are required to be 
marked on one shoe in each pair. The containers 
and packages are also required to be marked to 
show the origin of their contents. 

(6) Merchandise the manufacture or production of the 
Palau Islands are required to be marked to show 
‘“‘ Caroline Islands ’’ as the country of origin. 


(7) Incomplete syringes, each consisting of a glass syringe 
barrel with a metal plunger are treated as entireties, 
and the marking should appear conspicuously and 
indelibly on the glass barrel. 


U.S.S.R. 
VETERINARY CERTIFICATE REQUIREMENTS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Moscow 
reports that the admission into the U.S.S.R. of animals, 
birds, raw products of animal origin (including raw wool), 
animal fodder and articles of this description is permitted 
provided they are accompanied by (a) certificates regarding 
their veterinary soundness by a Government veterinary sur- 
geon of the country from which they are shipped; (b) certi- 
ficates from the relevant authorities regarding their freedom 
from infectious diseases prevailing in the country of origin 
as well as in the countries passed in transit. 

These certificates must bear the endorsement of the proper 
Soviet Mission or Consulate. 


YUGOSLAVIA 


REGULATIONS REGARDING THE 
PRODUCTION AND IMPORTATION OF 
SUBSTANCES FOR THE PROTECTION OF 
PLANTS, AND TRAFFIC IN SUCH SUBSTANCES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade 
has furnished a translation of a Code of Regulations issued 
by the Yugoslavian Ministry of Agriculture, regarding the 
production and importation into Yugoslavia of substances 
for the protection of plants and traffic in such substances. 

Particulars of these regulations are as follows :— 


ARTICLE 1 


The production and importation of substances for the 
protection of plants and traffic in such substances in the 
territory of the Kingdom of Yugoslavia shall be subject 0 
the control of the Ministry of Agriculture or subsidiary 
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authorities thereof. All activities connected with such 
control shall be carried on by the appropriate Agricultural 
Experimental and Control Station under the supervision of 
the Ministry of Agriculture. 


ARTICLE 2 


Production, importation and traffic shall be permitted 
only in respect of such substances as are specially approved 
by the Ministry of Agriculture in accordance with article 7 
of the present code. 

Licences shall be issued on the basis of chemical and bio- 
logical tests yielding satisfactory results, and on the pro- 

1 of Agricultural Experimental and Control Stations. 
Licences shall be valid for such times as the preparation 
continues to fulfil all the conditions laid down in the 
present code in respect of composition and action. 


ARTICLE 3 


Importation and traffic shall be permitted without special 
approval in respect of the following :— 


(a) Copper sulphate CuSO,. 5H,O, provided that the 
substance contains at least 98 per cent. thereof ; 

(b) milled sulphur (zolfo macinato) of at least 60° 
purity measured by the Chancel test; 

(c) flowers of sulphur (zolfo ventilato) of at least 80° 
purity measured by the Chancel test; 

(d) sulphur in bars; 

(e) sulphate of iron FeSOQ,. 7H,0, provided that the 
substance contains at least 98.5 per cent. thereof, 


Foreign mineral admixtures shall not exceed -05 per cent. 
in the case of all forms of sulphur. 


ARTICLE 4 


In order to obtain a licence for the production, importa- 
tion or placing in circulation of preparations, the firm 
concerned shall submit an application, bearing the pre- 
scribed tax stamp, to the Ministry of Agriculture for the 
chemical and biological testing of the preparation in 
question, with a view to obtaining a licence for the produc- 
tion, importation or placing in circulation thereof. 


The following shall be indicated in the application : 


(1) The name of the preparation and that of the 
factory producing it; 

(2) full details of the chemical composition of the pre- 
paration ; 

(3) the physical properties (appearance in bulk, degree 
of purity, stability of emulsion, etc.) ; 

(4) a complete list of the pests, diseases and weeds to 
combat which the preparation is intended, and a 
list of the plants for which it can be employed; 

(5) detailed instructions for the use of the preparation, 
(method, quantities, etc.). 


All the above particulars shall be supplied in the Yugo- 
slavian language. 

The firm shall place the necessary quantity of the pre- 
paration at the disposal of the station appointed by the 
Ministry of Agriculture to carry out the tests. 


ARTICLE 5 


Chemical analysis and tests to ascertain the action of pre- 
parations shall be carried out simultaneously by at least 
two Agricultural Experimental and Control Stations, of 
which one must be that of the district in which the firm or 
its warehouse is situated. The choice of stations shall rest 
with the Ministry of Agriculture, and shall depend on the 
species of plant for which the preparation is intended. 

In making biological tests of the efficiency of a prepara- 
tion the instructions issued with the preparation shall be 
accurately observed. 


ARTICLE 6 


The chemical analysis of the substances for the protection 
of plants shall be carried out in the agro-chemical sections 
of the respective Agricultural Experimental and Control 
Stations. Biological tests of efficacy shall be carried out in 
phitopathological sections. 

Expenses connected with the testing of preparations, such 
as fees for chemical analysis, for personnel and the cost of 
materials required in connection with biological tests shall 
be borne by the private party carrying out the test. 

Fees for chemical analysis shall be charged in accordance» 
With the tariff of the agro-chemical section of the State 
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Agricultural Experimental and Control 
analyses and other services to private parties, 
Expenses connected with biological examination (both in 
respect of personnel and materials) shall be charged on the 
basis of article 48 of the Decree concerning the Refund of 
Travelling Expenses and on the basis of the State Audit 
Department’s order Nos, 3140 and 3147 of January 23, 
1930, which are at present in force, or on the basis of any 
decrees which may in future govern such disbursements. 


Stations for 


ARTICLE 7 


The results of chemical analyses and biological tests shall 
be submitted to the Ministry of Agriculture, which shall, 
on the basis of the said results and of the opinion of the 
Agricultural Experimental and Control Station at which 
testing has taken place, issue, or refuse to issue, a permit 
for the production, importation or placing in circulation of 
the preparation. Preparations giving results (mortality of 
pests) above 85 per cent., or entirely eliminating disease, 
shall be considered to be efficacious. 

Testing at the appointed Agricultural Experimental and 
Control Stations shall be completed within a maximum 
period of three years. 


ARTICLE 8 


Agricultural Experimental and Control Stations may 
issue special permits in respect of the appropriate terri- 
tories to individual estates or firms for the import or supply 
of a fixed quantity of substances for the combating of plant 
pests, diseases and weeds in respect of which a licence has 
not been obtained from the Ministry of Agriculture, pro- 
vided that the said substances are employed exclusively 
on the respective properties, or even on other property, but 
in the latter case only for the purpose of testing and not 
for placing in circulation. 

The respective estate or firm shall inform the appropriate 
station of the results arrived at, and, where the substance 
is to be employed on a number of estates, shall submit a list 
of the persons to whom the said substance has been given 
for testing or on the property of whom testing is carried 
out. 

The applicant shall enclose with the application for the 
importation or supply of such preparations an undertaking 
not to place them in circulation. Agricultural Experimental 
and Control Stations shall inform the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture of all licences so issued. 

Agricultural Experimental and Control Stations shall 
similarly issue special licences to scientific institutions for 
the importation of fixed quantities of such substances re- 
quired for experimental purposes, and shall inform the 
Ministry of Agriculture thereof. 

The station concerned shall lay down, according to the 
nature of the preparations, a maximum quantity to be 
allowed in the case of each individual estate or firm. 


ARTICLE 9 

The following particulars shall be indicated in the Yugo- 
slavian language on the wrappers of all substances approved 
for internal traffic: 

(a) The name and nature of the preparation (e.g. pre- 
paration of mercury, arsenic, nicotine, pyreth- 
rum, etc.) ; 

(b) the name and address of the firm passing the sub- 
stance into circulation ; 

(c) whether the substance is poisonous to human beings 
or animals; in the case of poisons, a death’s 
head sign shall also be marked on the wrapper 
and an indication given of the human or animal 
organs to which the preparation is particularly 
dangerous ; 

(d) the physical properties of the preparation (appear- 
ance in bulk, degree of purity, stability of emul- 
sion, etc.) ; 

(e) a complete list of the pests and diseases against 
which the preparation is employed ; 

(f) the method of preparation and handling; 

(g) the net weight. 

All advertising matter concerning such preparations shall 
bear the date of issue, and a number of samples shall be 
submitted to the appropriate Agricultural Experimental 
and Control Station. 


ArtTIcLE 10 


In importing substances approved for the protection of 
plants, customs houses shall extract from each 250 cases or 
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bottles one sample, or 250 grammes, or one sample weigh- 
ing at least 250 grammes from each ten barrels, cans, sacks, 
etc., and consign it to the appropriate Agricultural Experi- 
mental and Control Station for testing, if necessary, and 
for the purpose of recording the importation. In the case 
of consignments by truck the samples extracted from each 
truck shall be separately packed, in order that an average 
sample may be obtained for analysis. 

Where consignments are of less than 10 kilogrammes the 
customs house shall not extract samples but shall never- 
theless immediately inform the appropriate Agricultural 
Experimental and Control Station and proceed in accord- 
ance with orders received therefrom. 

The declaration of the customs house to the Station con- 
cerning the importation of the preparations subject to such 
control shall indicate the following: 

(1) The number of the import declaration ; 

(2) the name of the preparation; 

(3) the name of factory, place and country of produc- 
tion ; 

(4) the name of the importer ; 

(5) the total quantity of the preparation and the 
method of packing; 

(6) the number of trucks, in the case of consignment 
by truck. 

The number of the truck and the date of extraction shall 
be indicated on the samples. 

On receiving the report from the customs house, with 
all the above-mentioned particulars, and on the receipt of 
samples of the preparation, the Agricultural Experimental 
and Control Station shall issue an order for the handing 
over of the preparation to the owner, provided that he 
holds a permit for importation and traffic, or shall refuse to 
permit importation where no such permit has been obtained 
in respect of the preparation. 


ARTICLE 11 


Agricultural Experimental and Control Stations shall 
have the right at all times to inspect preparations in the 
warehouses of factories, in the hands of merchants, retailers 
and co-operative associations or any other persons and in- 
stitutions engaged in the sale of such substances, and to 
extract the requisite ‘‘ control ’’ samples. The method of 
extracting samples shall be decided upon by the Station’s 
experts. 

Samples extracted shall be marked to indicate the type 
of preparation, the style of the business or factory in which 
the sample has been extracted, the date and signature of 
the Station expert and the signature of the representative 
of the firm. The seal of the station shall then be placed on 
the sample. 

The owner of a preparation shall be permitted to place 
his personal seal on the ‘‘ control’ sample beside that of 
the station. 

One of the samples extracted shall be taken by the repre- 
sentative of the Agriculural Experimental and Control 
Station and the other shall be passed to the owner of the 
preparation. Minutes shall be drawn up concerning the 
extraction of ‘‘ control ’’ samples, and shall be signed by 
the Agricultural Experimental and Control Station or by 
the owner or his representative. 

The representative of the Agricultural Experimental and 
Control Station shall pass the minutes to the appropriate 
Agricultural Experimental and Control Station. The 
minutes shall indicate the following: 

(1) The style and address of the factory or sales depét ; 
if the samples are taken from a sales depét the 
seller must indicate the origin of the prepara- 
tion ; 

(2) the date of the extraction of samples; 

(3) the type and quantity of stocks of the preparation 
found ; 

(4) a description of the packing of the preparation. 

Factories and sales depéts for substances for the protec- 
tion of plants shall place at the disposal of the Station 
experts the requisite material for packing, such as bags, 
bottles, corks, etc., when “‘ control ’’ samples are taken. 


ARTIOLE 12 


Agricultural Experimental and Control Stations may at 
their discretion test ‘‘ control ’? samples submitted, in order 
to ascertain whether a preparation passed into circulation 
corresponds in composition and efficacy to the original 
standard. 


‘Control’? samples taken from truck goods 
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must in all cases be subsequently inspected at an Agricul. 
tural Experimental and Control Station. 

Where it may be established by subsequent testing that 
goods imported or produced and passed into circulation do 
not correspond to the standard sample, or establishes that 
the firm is employing misleading advertising matter, a report 
shall be submitted to the Ministry with a proposal that the 
permit for the production or importation of the respective 
preparation or for trading therein shall be withdrawn, and 
at its discretion, also a proposal to confiscate stocks thereof, 
Decisions concerning the withdrawal of permits and con. 
cerning confiscation shall be taken by the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

ARTICLE 13 

The production, importation and circulation of prepara. 
tions in respect of which permits were issued under Code 
No. 60366/I1 of September 23, 1931, shall be permitted, 
without application for a permit under the present Code, 9 
long as the provisions thereof are fulfilled. 

Temporary and permanent permits issued before the 
entry into force of the present Code must be renewed within 
a period of three months of the entry into force of the 
present Code. 

Any firm failing to make application to the Ministry of 
Agriculture for the renewal of such permit shall automati- 
cally lose the right to make use of the permit previously 
granted. 

ARTICLE 14 


Licences in respect of carbolineum or similar preparations 
shall be issued by the Ministry of Agriculture as in respect 
of other preparations. 

All factories or importing firms shall nevertheless declare 
to the appropriate station the standard composition of each 
new consignment of carbolineum or similar preparation and 
shall at the same time submit a sample for testing. The 
following shall be indicated in the case of carbolineum in 
addition to the standard composition : 

(1) The specific gravity ; 

(2) the content of neutral carbo-hydrates ; 

(3) the content of acid oils; 

(4) the content of organic bases; 

(5) the permanency of the emulsion ; 

(6) the result of the fractional distillation of mixtures 
of neutral carbo-hydrates, acid oils and organic 
basis, with fractions up to 170°, from 170° to 
200°, from 200° to 270° and over 270°. 


Factories or importers shall likewise be obliged, before 
passing consignments into circulation, to indicate on the 
barrels or tins the date of manufacture of the preparation. 


ARTICLE 15 


The following latitude shail be permitted in determining 
the chemical content: 
In the case of content over 10 per cent., maximum 
0-5 per cent. 
In the case of content from 2-10 per cent., maximum 
0-3 per cent. 
In the case of content up to 2 per cent., maximum 
0-15 per cent. 
In determining the degree of purity by the Chancel test, 
a maximum of 5 degrees. 


ARTICLE 16 


The subsidiary authorities of the agricultural services 
shall be prohibited to advertise individual preparations; 
and salesmen shall similarly be prohibited from employing 
certificates of efficacy for advertising purposes. 


ARTICLE 17 


Any person placing in circulation substances failing t 
correspond in composition or action to the original standard 
on the basis of which a permit was issued, and similarly 
any person issuing and distributing misleading advertising 
matter shall be subject to penalties under the gene 
criminal code. Penalties shall be pronounced by the regular 
courts on the proposal of the Public Prosecutor, and Te 
ports shall be submitted to the Public Prosecutor by the 
appropriate Agricultural Experimental and Control 
Station. 

The Ministry of Agriculture shall further apply the pro 
visions of article 12 of the present Code in connection W! 
such offences. 





The present Code entered into force on the day of its 
promulgation in the “ Official Gazette,” viz., August 19,

Seven new British Standard Specifications for vegetable 
oils have just been issued by the British Standards Institu- 
tion, in further development of the setting up of a compre- 
7, series of nationally agreed standards for vegetable 
oils. 

These specifications deal with crude maize, crude palm 
kernel, crude soya bean, perilla, refined cotton seed, sesame, 
and castor oils, and have been prepared by the special 
Vegetable Oils Committee of the Chemical Division of the 
British Standards Institution, which Committee has been 
actively working during the past two years under the chair- 
manship of Mr. E. R. Bolton, F.I.C., M.I.Chem.E. 

Limits are laid down in the specifications for impurities, 
colour, refractive index, iodine and saponification values and 
acidity, etc., and standard methods of test for determining 
these properties are included in appendices. The details of 
these tests, as in the case of the previously issued standards 
for vegetable oils, have been arrived at after careful examina- 
tion of existing methods of analysis, particularly from the 
standpoint of accuracy and reliability. The limits have been 
fixed by agreement between the principal users and manu- 
facturers, and experimental work has been carried out by 
the Committee in practical verification of the methods. 

The specifications for vegetable oils issued by the Insti- 
tution at the end of last year provided for raw linseed, 
ground nut, coconut and rape seed oils, whilst a further 
specification dealing with the sampling of fats and fatty oils 
in packages or in bulk accompanied these.

Imperial Institute Annual Report, 1935, by the Director, gir 
Harry Lindsay, K.C.I.E., C.B.E., to the Board of Governors, 
Published by the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, 8.W.7, 


The Imperial Institute was founded in 1887 in commemors, 
tion of the golden jubilee of Queen Victoria It has a typ. 
fold object: that of investigating and reporting on th 
economic products of the Empire and that of disseminatj 
information about the Empire and its economic development 
and possibilities. 

During this Silver Jubilee year the Institute has develope 
several new activities of public interest. Firstly, has bee 
taken over, by agreement with the Postmaster-General, fy}} 
responsibility for the Empire Film Library which the Empir 
Marketing Board had collected and had bequeathed to the 
Postmaster-General and he to the Institute. In this Library, 
which was opened by H.R.H. The Duke of Gloucester las 
June, is maintained a splendid collection of some 850 films 
illustrating the life, scenery and industries of the Overseas 
Empire. The films are shown gratis in four daily sessions 
in the Cinema Hall to school parties visiting the Institute, 
They are also circulated gratis to schools and educational 
authorities throughout the United Kingdom. Last year the 
circulation of Empire films to schools, etc., reached a record 
of 17,500 issues, or an estimated total audience of over 
34 million persons. 

Secondly, in our Exhibition Galleries, we are developing the 
idea of the “‘ travelogue.”” Each country of the Overseas 
Empire is represented by its own Court in our Galleries, in 
which local life, scenery and industries are illustrated. By 
means of photographs and dioramas we try to represent a 
complete a picture as possible of the scenery of the country 
concerned and to arrange the exhibits in such a way as to 
give the visitor the effect of a journey through the country, 
including the principal scenes and buildings of interest. 

Then, again, in the Galleries we show the chief economic 
products of each Dominion or Colony. Where it is possible 
we weave these products into a series telling its own story. 

Last, but even most important of all, are the services 
which we can render to the Dominions and Colonies by 
examining specimens of their economic products in order to 
ascertain their commercial value in United Kingdom 
markets. We investigate many hundreds of these specimens 
during the year, and we also advise, when required, on 
market possibilities generally. We maintain and extend ow 
contacts with Dominion and Colonial visitors from overseas. 
For the first time we have published a complete record of 
officers of the Colonial Services visiting the Imperial Insti 
tute during the year. The number of these officers during 
1935 reached: the satisfactory total of 100. 

Articles, reviews and notes summarising the latest informs. 
tion on economic problems of the Empire are contained in 
the quarterly Bulletin of the Institute, which will be pub- 
lished on new and improved lines with effect from April 
next. A reversion will be made to the former practice 
whereby the Bulletin is published by the Institute itself 
and whereby information on mineral subjects is included a 
well as on plant and animal products. Some pages in each 
issue will also be devoted to the Exhibition Galleries, the 
Cinema and Empire Film Library; while the subscription 
to the Bulletin will be reduced from lds. to 10s. per 
annum, post free. : 

It is satisfactory to note that the Colonies have marked 
their appreciation of the help given them by the Imperial 
Institute in their economic development by increasing theit 
contributions to the funds of the Institute. Although most 
of the Dominions have curtailed or reduced their grants, 
owing to financial stringency, it is most satisfactory that the 
Union Government of South Africa and the Government of 
Newfoundland have agreed to restore their respective grants 
to the Institute.

Structural Steel. 

The British Standards Institution has just published a re- 
vised edition of the British Standard Specification for Struc- 
tural Steel for Bridges, etc., and General Building 
Construction. 

The following are the principal modifications which have 
been made in the new issue :— 

(a) The division of the material into A and B steel has 
now been removed. 

(b) The diameter or thickness of round or square bars, 
for purposes other than concrete reinforcement, below 
which tensile tests are not required to be made, has been 
increased from 4 inch to 3 inch. 

(c) The specified elongation for round or square bars 
under § inch in diameter or thickness has been reduced 
from 20 to 16 per cent. 

(d) The specified elongation for rivet bars has been 
slightly increased from 25 per cent. to 26 per cent. 

(e) The number of cold bend tests has been reduced. 

(f) The rolling margin on thin plates and small bars 
has been increased and the particulars are now set out 
in tabular form. 

(g) The rolling margins on plates below a certain thick- 
ness and round and square bars below a certain diameter 
or side are now required to be ascertained separately from 
those of larger dimension, the limiting figures being 4 inch 
in the case of plates and 3 inch in the case of round and 
square bars.
